The building at Gross-Klein near ilostock, which formerly housed apprentices 
at the Arado plant ani was lester used as an auxili-ry hospital and tuberculosis 
sanatorium, is to be evacuated at tha end of December 1950 in order to convert 
it into living quarters for a Seepolizei school, 


2. The second block of berracks in the Markerafenheide barracks complex at 
Warnentinde has until this time been occupied by shipyard vorkerg. The block 
has now been taken over hy the Seepolizei, and the former inhabitents cre 
being moved out, The club house of the former sailing club at Alter Strem in 
Warnemtinde has been confiseated by the Seepolizet. 
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
